Council Passes 
Ordinance for 
Garbage System 


The city's proposed garbage dis- 
posal system became a reality last 
night with the passage of an ordi- 
nance by the local council in 
its 
regular meeting. 


Operation of the plan only awaits 


delivery of a truck suitable to col- 
lect garbage. Under the setup the 
garbage will be 
collected 
twice 
each week. A charge of fifty cents 
a month for each family head will 
be made regardless of whether a 
family disposes of its own garbage. 


The ordinance, which was made 
third 
and 
a law last night following a 
reading, sets up strict rules 
regulations which must be followed 
and violators are subject to court 
action. Housewives must put gar- 
bage in closed containers in n place 
where it is easily accessible 
to 
collectors. 


Council action followed a "mild" 
campaign from local citizens. The 
group, over a period of 
several 


months has received many requests 
asking that a garbage system be 
set up. At last night's meeting sev- 
eral citizens objected to a collect- 
ion fee, stating they disposed 
of 
their own garbage. There were told 
the plan is a citywide project and 
would include everyone.

an editorial in the 
Incrnaional 
Teamster, publication of the 
AFL 
Teamsters Union, had staled that 
'strikes have become a 
national 
menace."

•They must be curtailed," the 


editorial continued, 'or the nation 
will sink inlo chaos and organized 
labor will perish." 
In addition to this solemn warn- 


ing, 
the editorial affirmed the un- 
ion's 
determination to stamp out 


Wildcat strikes, and recalled that 
the international union could revoke 
local charters, and fine, suspend or 
expel individual participants in such 
strikes. 


All that is wise and commenda- 
ble, but there seem to bo some dif- 
ferences within the AFL's great 
family of unions between precept 
and practice. New York City was 
tied up for two months by a gen- 
eral trucking strike, plus a parcel 
delivery strike which lasted nearly 
as long. Thc Teamsters internation- 
al-sanctioned neither of them. Yet 
there are no indications to date of 
any punitive action against the wild- 
cat strikers. 
' Elsewhere in the AFL, carpenters 
'and' slageliands have thrown 
the 


motion picture into confusion by a 
jurisdiclional strike which the lead- 
iCrs of the warring unions 
have 
seemed unable or unwilling to set- 
tle. And now the miners stand ready 
to walk off the job again if the gov- 
'ornmenl fails to meet John L. Lew 
"js's demands. 


Thc International Teamster edit- 
orial apparently was written before 
election day, but its author 
was 


speaking prophetically when he cal- 
led strikes "a national 
menace". 


For the vote of Nov. 5 gave

Attlee Is Taking Realistic 
View of bisatisfaction 
Over British Policy

The campaign of left-wingers in 
the Brilish House of Commons lo 
force the Socialist government to 
dissociate its foreign policy from 
that of the United States so as to

CAB Plan to 
Stop at Spa 
Dismissed 


Washington, Nov. 10 — (/P) —The 


Civil Aeronautics Board today dis- 
missed the application of the Chi- 
cago and Southern Airlines to serve 
Hot Springs, Ark , immediately as 
an intermediate point. 


The board said "impressive as 


the evidence may be" with re- 
sped to the public convenience mid 
necessity for air service to 
Hot 


Springs, it nevertheless had to be 
guided by the statutory directives 
contained in the Civil Aeronautics 
Act. 


The board's decision to dismiss 


the application was unanimous. 
The case resolved around a pro- 


vision in (he act giving the board 
authority to grant a temporary ex- 
emption of section 401 u' it could 
be shown that without such ex- 
emption an undue burden would 
be placed on the carrier. 


"Witnesses for the city oi 
riot 
Springs pointed out," the board 
said, "that there arc certain in- 
terest charges which it must bear 
in connection with its participation 
in the construction 
of 
the 
Hot 


Springs airport, and contend that 
a delay in the inauguration 
of 
scheduled commercial air trans- 
portation service to the city will 
thus constitute a serious 
burden 
on it. 


"This fact, however, is not a 
ourden upon the carrier as con- 
templated by the statute." 


Viewing Chicago and Southern's 


contention it would gain consider- 
able additional revenue by serving 
Hot Springs, the board said: 
"The fact that a carrier would

Attlee Is Taking Realistic 
View of bisatisfaction 
Over British Policy

CAB Plan to 
Stop at Spa 
Dismissed 


Washington, Nov. 10 — (/P) —The 


Civil Aeronautics Board today dis- 
missed the application of the Chi- 
cago and Southern Airlines to serve 
Hot Springs, Ark , immediately as 
an intermediate point. 


The board said "impressive as 


the evidence may be" with re- 
sped to the public convenience mid 
necessity for air service to 
Hot 


Springs, it nevertheless had to be 
guided by the statutory directives 
contained in the Civil Aeronautics 
Act. 


The board's decision to dismiss 


the application was unanimous. 
The case resolved around a pro- 


vision in (he act giving the board 
authority to grant a temporary ex- 
emption of section 401 u' it could 
be shown that without such ex- 
emption an undue burden would 
be placed on the carrier. 


"Witnesses for the city oi 
riot 
Springs pointed out," the board 
said, "that there arc certain in- 
terest charges which it must bear 
in connection with its participation 
in the construction 
of

Hot 


Springs airport, and contend that 
a delay in the inauguration 
of 
scheduled commercial air trans- 
portation service to the city will 
thus constitute a serious 
burden 
on it. 


"This fact, however, is not a 
ourden upon the carrier as con- 
templated by the statute."

Scattoriggio, a minor Republican 
political worker against Vito Mar- 
cantonio. the candidate of the Com- 
munists, in the 18th congressional 
district of New York, was beaten 
to death on election clay. That is. 
he was beaten so badly that 
he 
died a few clays later. Marcantonio 
was elected by a 
close 
margin 


after an angry campaign in which 
the Republican workers repeated- 
ly complained of fascist terror- 
ism. 


Governor Tom Dewey called on 
Scottoriggio in the hospital the day 
after election and announced that 
justice would be done. It was the 
standard "no stone will be left un- 
turned" statement appropriate 
to 
such situations, but the 
death of 


Scottoriggio has changed maters. 
Now we have a celebrated case. 


Marcuntonio, whose votes in Con- 
gress are consistently agreeable to 
Communist policy, replftd that his 
organization had had no part in the 
crime. 


For light on the political methods 


of the Communists in this district i 
and for guidance in evaluating | 
Marcantonio's snarling denial, 
I 
turn to an authorized biography of 
Fiorello La Guardia, by Lowell M 
Limpus and Burr W. Leyson pub- 
lished by E. P. Button, in New 
York, in 1938. 


The biographers write that, after 
La Guardia opened a law 
office 


in New York, in 1922, an ambiti- 
ous Italian youth came seeking a 
place and obtained it when he ex- 
plained to La Guardia, 
described 
as "a quiet, reserved, soft-voiced 
man with pain-seared eyes," that 
he wanted to be a lawyer. 


"It was the beginning of the ca- 


reer of Vito 
Marcantonio, later 
colony, and always received an up- 
roarious ovation from its members. 
His entrance into an Italian speak- 
easy was the advent of roaylty. He 
had acquired a number of prote- 
ges whom he chided in fatherly 
fashion. 
Chief among these was 
young Mrcontonio, on whom La 
Guardia 
lavished 
his attention. 


Marcantonio was now 
practicing 
law and La Guardia was proud of 
the boy's success. He carefully sup- 
ervised Marcantonio's legal train- 
ing and worked him into the well- 
oiled little political machine which 
he was gradually evolving in har- 
lem. Afterward, he founded a law 
firm, admitting his protege to part- 
nership. Seven years later, he had 
the satisfaction of seeing Marcan- 
tonio take the very seat he had oc- 
cupied in the House.'" 


This discussion of the 
idolatry 


refers to a sad political situation 
into which bewildered immigrants 
vvere drawn for poltical exploita- 
tion by padrones or "wise guys'" 
who pretended to be their altruis- 
tic friends and by petty generosi- 
ties wrought them into a faithful 
political 
following. Exactly 
the 
same method had been used for 
generations 
by 
tammany 
rack- 
eteers downtown whom La Guar- 
dia had condemned lor preying on 
the ignorance, fears and political 
pliability of the "greenhorn." This 
was organized segregation of the 
"underprivileged" by an ostensible 
friend for his own advantage. 


Now, 
the authors 
tell us, 
the 


Ghibonnes "came into being' 
in 


La Guardia's campaign of 1924 
They explain that "ghibonne" is 
an Italian word meaning about the 
same as "swashbuckler." But they 
are naive. Actually it is the Italian 
word for Gibbon, the lowest of the 
anthropoid apes, 
and 
it 
means 
gangster. 


Our word for this type is "goril- 
la," 
meaning gangster, hoodlum, 


goon, racketeer or underworld ter- 
rorist. 


"In the ensuing years," Limpus 
and Leyson write, ',the Ghibones 
were to increase in number until 
they had 1800 on their rolls. 1800 
idealistic 
hero-worshippers, 
led 
by the brilliant Marcantonio." 


So in La Guardia's 
authorized 
biography .which he edited and cen- 
sored, we have the unchallenged 
statement of 
friendly 
historians 


that his protege, Marcantonio, was 
the leader of La Guardia's gang- 
sters. ,'They were all young and 
madly devoted to La Guardia," the 
biography contines. "They 
gath- 
ered to do battle for their idol and 
each of them took a secret oath of 
auegiance, promising to follow his 
leadership unswervingly. This se- 
cret fraternity included young law- 
yers, professional men, war veter- 
ans and youngsters just out of col- 
lege. They 
were 
crusaders 
and 


they followed their leader blindly, 
they were the vanguard of a youth 
movement which swept the dis- 
trict. They mobilized around La- 
Uuardia and were true to him. 
This organization, of which most 
of New York never heard, was a 
secret fraternity. 
The 
members 
took an oath of personal allegiance 
to La Guardia." 


Again we read that "as the elec- 


tion of 1920 drew near," La Guardia 
"Knew the value of the Ghibonnes. 
The Ghibonnes saved him by a 
last-minute canvass 
on 
election 


day. La Guardia won by 54 votes.' 
In 1928, "the Ghibonnes mobil- 
ized behind him once more and his 
machine functioned perfectly." 


In 1930, "the Ghibonnes did their 
work well and their 
idol 
again 


achieved a very satisfactory vic- 
tory. And, in lt)32, "he /nooilized 
the Ghibonnes again and marched 
them out to battle, with Marcan- 
tonio and Corsi as his lieutenants." 


A lectint issue of the New Lead- 


er, the New York socialist weekly, 
under the header, "Alert," dedi- 
cated to an expose of all totalitar- 
ian enemies of democracy, 
cites 
criminal records pi' members of 
Marcantonio's 
intimate 
personal 


following. They include prostitutes,- 
drug peddlers and brothel keepers. 
"He has pleaded the cause of 


anti-fascism and chosen for 
his 


lieutenants some of the most no- 
torious underworld figures and Fas- 
cist sympathizers," the New Lead- 
er says. 


With La Guardia's 
retirement, 
perforce, from electoral public of- 
fice. Marcantonio became his heir. 
He received La Guardia's endorse- 
ment in the recent fiolent cam- 
paign in Harlem. The oath-bound, 
secret Fascist society, which i'ol- 
lowed La Guardia as an organized 
terrorist gang as the Black-Shirts 
followed Mussolini, already 
had 
"marched out to 
battle" 
under 


Marcantonio as a lieutenant. Mar- 
cantonio, in 1946, had become the 
duce of the Ghibonnes, or gorillas, 
of the 18th district.

Scattoriggio, a minor Republican 
political worker against Vito Mar- 
cantonio. the candidate of the Com- 
munists, in the 18th congressional 
district of New York, was beaten 
to death on election clay. That is. 
he was beaten so badly that 
he 
died a few clays later. Marcantonio 
was elected by a 
close 
margin 


after an angry campaign in which 
the Republican workers repeated- 
ly complained of fascist terror- 
ism. 


Governor Tom Dewey called on 
Scottoriggio in the hospital the day 
after election and announced that 
justice would be done. It was the 
standard "no stone will be left un- 
turned" statement appropriate 
to 
such situations, but the 
death of 


Scottoriggio has changed maters. 
Now we have a celebrated case. 


Marcuntonio, whose votes in Con- 
gress are consistently agreeable to 
Communist policy, replftd that his 
organization had had no part in the 
crime. 


For light on the political methods 


of the Communists in this district i 
and for guidance in evaluating | 
Marcantonio's snarling denial, 
I 
turn to an authorized biography of 
Fiorello La Guardia, by Lowell M 
Limpus and Burr W. Leyson pub- 
lished by E. P. Button, in New 
York, in 1938. 


The biographers write that, after 
La Guardia opened a law 
office 


in New York, in 1922, an ambiti- 
ous Italian youth came seeking a 
place and obtained it when he ex- 
plained to La Guardia, 
described 
as "a quiet, reserved, soft-voiced 
man with pain-seared eyes," that 
he wanted to be a lawyer. 


"It was the beginning of the ca- 


reer of Vito 
Marcantonio, later 
colony, and always received an up- 
roarious ovation from its members. 
His entrance into an Italian speak- 
easy was the advent of roaylty. He 
had acquired a number of prote- 
ges whom he chided in fatherly 
fashion. 
Chief among these was 
young Mrcontonio, on whom La 
Guardia 
lavished 
his attention. 


Marcantonio was now 
practicing 
law and La Guardia was proud of 
the boy's success. He carefully sup- 
ervised Marcantonio's legal train- 
ing and worked him into the well- 
oiled little political machine which 
he was gradually evolving in har- 
lem. Afterward, he founded a law 
firm, admitting his protege to part- 
nership. Seven years later, he had 
the satisfaction of seeing Marcan- 
tonio take the very seat he had oc- 
cupied in the House.'" 


This discussion of the 
idolatry 


refers to a sad political situation 
into which bewildered immigrants 
vvere drawn for poltical exploita- 
tion by padrones or "wise guys'" 
who pretended to be their altruis- 
tic friends and by petty generosi- 
ties wrought them into a faithful 
political 
following. Exactly 
the 
same method had been used for 
generations 
by 
tammany 
rack- 
eteers downtown whom La Guar- 
dia had condemned lor preying on 
the ignorance, fears and political 
pliability of the "greenhorn." This 
was organized segregation of the 
"underprivileged" by an ostensible 
friend for his own advantage. 


Now, 
the authors 
tell us, 
the 


Ghibonnes "came into being' 
in 


La Guardia's campaign of 1924 
They explain that "ghibonne" is 
an Italian word meaning about the 
same as "swashbuckler." But they 
are naive. Actually it is the Italian 
word for Gibbon, the lowest of the 
anthropoid apes, 
and 
it 
means 
gangster. 


Our word for this type is "goril- 
la," 
meaning gangster, hoodlum, 


goon, racketeer or underworld ter- 
rorist. 


"In the ensuing years," Limpus 
and Leyson write, ',the Ghibones 
were to increase in number until 
they had 1800 on their rolls. 1800 
idealistic 
hero-worshippers, 
led 
by the brilliant Marcantonio." 


So in La Guardia's 
authorized 
biography .which he edited and cen- 
sored, we have the unchallenged 
statement of 
friendly 
historians 


that his protege, Marcantonio, was 
the leader of La Guardia's gang- 
sters. ,'They were all young and 
madly devoted to La Guardia," the 
biography contines. "They 
gath- 
ered to do battle for their idol and 
each of them took a secret oath of 
auegiance, promising to follow his 
leadership unswervingly. This se- 
cret fraternity included young law- 
yers, professional men, war veter- 
ans and youngsters just out of col- 
lege. They 
were 
crusaders 
and 


they followed their leader blindly, 
they were the vanguard of a youth 
movement which swept the dis- 
trict. They mobilized around La- 
Uuardia and were true to him. 
This organization, of which most 
of New York never heard, was a 
secret fraternity. 
The 
members 
took an oath of personal allegiance 
to La Guardia." 


Again we read that "as the elec- 


tion of 1920 drew near," La Guardia 
"Knew the value of the Ghibonnes. 
The Ghibonnes saved him by a 
last-minute canvass 
on 
election 


day. La Guardia won by 54 votes.' 
In 1928, "the Ghibonnes mobil- 
ized behind him once more and his 
machine functioned perfectly." 


In 1930, "the Ghibonnes did their 
work well and their 
idol 
again 


achieved a very satisfactory vic- 
tory. And, in lt)32, "he /nooilized 
the Ghibonnes again and marched 
them out to battle, with Marcan- 
tonio and Corsi as his lieutenants." 


A lectint issue of the New Lead- 


er, the New York socialist weekly, 
under the header, "Alert," dedi- 
cated to an expose of all totalitar- 
ian enemies of democracy, 
cites 
criminal records pi' members of 
Marcantonio's 
intimate 
personal 


following. They include prostitutes,- 
drug peddlers and brothel keepers. 
"He has pleaded the cause of 


anti-fascism and chosen for 
his 


lieutenants some of the most no- 
torious underworld figures and Fas- 
cist sympathizers," the New Lead- 
er says. 


With La Guardia's 
retirement, 
perforce, from electoral public of- 
fice. Marcantonio became his heir. 
He received La Guardia's endorse- 
ment in the recent fiolent cam- 
paign in Harlem. The oath-bound, 
secret Fascist society, which i'ol- 
lowed La Guardia as an organized 
terrorist gang as the Black-Shirts 
followed Mussolini, already 
had 
"marched out to 
battle" 
under 


Marcantonio as a lieutenant. Mar- 
cantonio, in 1946, had become the 
duce of the Ghibonnes, or gorillas, 
of the 18th district.
